carries bold headlines over an article which states that Common Sense flooded New York and Brooklyn with 


issue No. 148, evoking angry demands by Jews to de- 
mand of Congress that the mails be denied to Common 
Sense. 

The article also states that McGinley, editor of 
Common Sense, “played a leading role in the attempt 
to smear Mrs. Anna Rosenberg when she was appointed 
to the post of assistant defense mobilizer.” 

The Exeminer article mentions further that some 
Congressmen publicly stated: those responsible for 
the attempted character assassination, “including the 
convert to Christianity, Benjamin Freedman, Gerald 
L. K. Smith and McGinley,” would be probed by a 
committee, but “nothing has happened so far.” 

Common Sense, according to the Examiner, 
“equated” Judaism with Communism. Actually, Com- 
mon Sense stated positively that they are the same, 
and will gladly prove it. 

In closing the article the Examiner says: “Whether 
or not the bills could be introduced at the coming ses- 
sion may depend on the force of public opinion.” 

The Jewish Examiner takes the same position Juda- 
ism always takes—it refuses to answer the charges 
made by Christian people who are alarmed at the con- 
trol of key positions, in principal governments of the 
world, by Jews. 

The reason no committe of Canteen called for a 
hearing of those who exposed Anna Rosenberg for 
what she really is should be plain to those informed. 
Common Sense knows, and the Jewish Examiner knows, 
that if a fair, open hearing was held Anna Rosenberg 
would not have been allowed to retain the position she 
has which gives her control of hiring thousands every 
month—approximately a million people since Decem- 
ber 6, 1950. 

When evidence of Red affiliations began to mount, 
Zionist friends of Anna M. Rosenberg arranged for a 
release stating that the Red Anna Rosenberg was lo- 
cated in California. It is a year since, but no amount 
of prodding or accusing has been sufficient to bring 
forth the supposed “Califérnia” Anna Rosenberg. No 
one to whom we have talked believes the concocted 
story which took the heat off the Anna M. Rosenberg 
named to a top government position. Why was it, of 
such importance that the Jews have Red Anna placed 
in this position? Before the end of 1952, everyone will

The Jewish Examiner calls for Jewish organizations 
to bring pressure on Congress soon after it convenes 
to prevent Common Sense-from using the mails—just 
because they do not like the exposures.

Neither does Fosdick believe in 
the life hereafter; in the course of his Ingersoll Lec- 
tures ‘at Harvard, he ridiculed heaven as “a perpetual 
religious serenade.” The only basis for belief in im- 
mortality is the futility of the present world if no other 
world follows, and Fosdick’s belief in immortality is 
not based upon Christian theology but the Naturalistic 
views of Ralph Waldo Emerson, the Agnostic» poet. 
“My belief in life eternal,” wrote. Fosdick, “springs 
out of the haunting faith which Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son put into words characteristically compressed, 
‘What is excellent, as God lives, is permanent.’” (see 
New Faith For Old, pp. 36, 13, etc.). 

Fosdick and his fellow apostates in the NCC sub- 
scribe to the belief that the contributions of Buddha, 
Mohammed, Brahmo, Karma-Krishna, Baha ’u ‘Jah, 
founder of the Baha’i cult and its present prophet, 
Abdul Baha, to religion are just as important as those 
of Christ, Whom they ignore as the Redeemer of man- 
kind from the bondage of hell.

the Church, All those, therefore, who glory in 
the name of Catholic, whether considered in-~ 
dividually or as members of an association; 
if they are mindful of their duty as Catholics, 
should endeavor to promote peace and char- 
ity and not hostility and jealousy between ‘ 
different classes of citizens. . . .! the social * 
question is above all a moral and réligions 
question, and for that reason must be settled 
by the principles of morality and according to 
the dictates of religion (Encyclical, Graves 
de Communi).” 


To all apparent evidences, the editorial staff of the 
America has never heard of the MOTU PROPRIO, 
“Fin Dalla Prima,” of Pope Pius X, issued December 
18th, 1903, a collection of rules of Christian action 
traced out by Pope Leo XIII in his Encyclicals. To 
quote thosé dealing with Economics, utilizing the 
English Catholic Truth Society’s translation: 


“I, Human society, as God established it, is composed 
of unequal. eléments, just as members of the 
human body are unequal; to make them all equal 
is impossible, and would be the destruction of 
society itself. (Encyclical QUOD AEORRL EAs 
MUNERIS). 

“TI. The equality of the different members of. society| » 
consists solely in this: that all men come from the 
hands of their Creator; that they have been re- 
deemed by Jesus Christ; and thet they will be 

judged, rewarded, or punished by God ACCORD- 
ING TO THE EXACT MEASURE OF THEIR 
MERITS AND OF THEIR DEMERITS (En- 
cyclical QUOD APOSTOLICI MUNERIS). 

“IIT. Consequently, it is conformable to the order 
established by God that in human society there 
should be princes and subjects, masters and men, 
rich and poor, learned and ignorant, nobles and 
plebians, who, united by the bond of love, should 
help one another to attain their final end in 
Heaven, and their material and moral well-being 
on earth. (Encyclical, QUOD APOSTOLICI 
MUNERIS). 

“TV. With regard to the goods of the earth, man has 
not ‘only, like the animals, the use ‘of them, but}. 
also the right of permanent ownership; and this, 
not only with reference to those goods which are 
consumed in being used, but also with reference 
to others. (Encyclical, RERUM NOVARUM). 

“V, Private property is an-indisputable natural right, 
whether it be the fruit of labor or industry, or 
transfer or gift on the part of another, and each 
one may reasonably dispose of it at will (Ency- 
clical, RERUM NOVARUM). 

“VI. To calm the strife between rich and poor, it is 
necessary to distinguish between justice and 
charity. Only when justice has been violated is 
there a right to make a claim (Encyclical RERUM 
NOVARUM). 

“VII. The obligations of the poor and of the work- 
man are these: to perform: wholly and faithfully 
the work which has been freely and equitably 
agreed upon;* not to in masters in their prop- 
erty or person; to abstath from acts of violence, 
even in defense of their own rights; and never to 
turn their demands into disturbances (Encyclical, 
RERUM NOVARUM). 

“VIII. The obligations of justice for capitalists and 
masters are as follows: to pay a just wage for 
workmen; not injure their lawful savings by 
violence, fraud, nor by @pen or hidden usury; to 
allow them freely to fulfill their religious duties; 
not to expose them to corrupting allurements, 
nor to the danger of scandal; not to entice them 
from a love of their family; and from careful 
thrift; not to impose on them work unsuited to 
their strength, age, and sex (Encyclical, RERUM 
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account of its fulfillment will be required. (Matt: 
_-xxv.) (Encyclical, RERUM NOVARUM). 


_their poverty, nor disdain the charity of the rich, 
above all when they think of Jesus, our Redeerher, 
* Who, though He could have been born in wealth, 
made Himself poor to ennoble poverty and enrich 
“it with incomparable merits for Heaven (Ency- 
clical, RERUM NO\ ARUM). 
“XI. Capitalists and workmen may themselves largely 
help towards the solution of the labor question, 
by institutions formed to give timely aid to those 
who are in need, as also to draw together and 
unite ‘the two classes. Such ‘are societies of mutual 
help, numerous*private insurance societies, what 
are called ‘patronages’ for the young, and above 
all, workingmen’s unions (Encyclical, RERUM 
NOVARUM). 


| “XH. Finally, let. Catholic writers, while upholding 


the cause of the people and of the poor, beware 
of using language which may inspire the masses 
with hatred of the upper classes of society.* Let 
them not talk of claims and of-justice, when it is 
a question of pure charity, as has already been 
explained. Let them bear in mind that Christ 
wishes to unite all men by the mutual bond of 
’ love which is the perfection of justice, and implies 
the duty of working for each other’s good (In- 
struction of Sacred Congregation of Ecclesiastical 
Affairs).” (*Note: In a Letter of Cardinal Gas- 
parri, Secretary of State, 9-10-1926, to Mgr. Otto 
Miller, President of International League of 
Catholic. Workingmen’s Associations, this point 
is also touched upon: {A dangerous tendency is 
showing itself even amongst some Catholics, who, 
under pretense of favoring the rights of working- 
men—a matter in itself assuredly very just and 
praiseworthy—do not seem to take a¥ much ac- 
count of their duties.”
